 4 Fitch Avenue – There is no verification that a business is being operated out 
of the house. 

 
 17 St. Joseph Ct – Both vehicles have been removed; problem has now been 

resolved. 
 

 26 Midway Oval – Brush has been removed, new issue of bulky waste. 
 

 15 St. Paul Court – The camper has been moved to the yard; problem has now 
been resolved. 

 
 1 Elizabeth Court – There is no fencing around the pool but it is too small to 

be regulated. 
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 15 Gary Court – A report has been filed that junk piles are on site. 
 

 11 Midway Oval – Junk vehicles are on site. 
 

 Carter Park – Junk  
 

 28 Flint Court – Bulky waste 
 

 34 Flint Court – Unregistered vehicle is on site. 
 

 17&18 Elizabeth Court – Brush and grass on site is overgrown
